LISBON. Portugal iUPI) - Military 
sources said today Gen. Carlos Fabiao, 
the army’s moderate chief of staff, had 
wven President Francisco da Costa 
Gomes a 24-hour ultimatum to oust 
Premier Vasco Goncalves and form a 
new government. 
The sources declined to specify what 
action Fabiao and his moderate sup­ 
porters might take if this ultimatum was 
not met, but politicians speculated that 
an attempt to take over the government 
by force could be imminent 
Gomes, fighting to head off what many 
Alioto may 
be stripped 
of power 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Legal 
plans were outlined today to strip the 
city’s mayor of the power to ^ttle 
strikes and possibly rescind benefits to 
3,700 police and firemen who struck last 
week. 
“ The police and firemen made a grave 
mistake when they walked off their jobs, 
leaving San Francisco residents at the 
mercy of fate,’’ Supervisor John Bar- 
bagelata said Sunday. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto invoked an 
emergency city charter amendment last 
week to bypass the policy-making boarcf 
of supervisors and personally negotiate a 
settlement that ended a strike by un­ 
iformed officers. 
Alioto’s action, called “ dictatorial” by 
the supervisors and criticized by down­ 
town merchants as inflationary, gave of­ 
ficers their demanded 13.05 per cent 
raise increase, which becomes effective 
Oct. 15. 
Supervisors have instigated charter 
amendments — already vetoed by Alioto 
as too late to make the ballot—which 
could strip the strikers of key benefits 
gained in the past and provide for the 
future firing any safety official who 
refused to work. 
“ Obviously there is need for major 
reform in the pay-setting procedures and 
working conditions of the safety ser­ 
vice,” Supervisor John J. Barbagelata 
said Sunday. He predicted the board 
would override Alioto’s veto of a time ex­ 
tension requested by the supervisors to 
place amendments dealing with strikes 
on the November ballot. 
Alioto said Sunday a “ near-vigilante 
mood” is being directed at the police and 
firemen in the wake of the settlement. 
“ Punitive measures, such as we now 
see being prepared against police and 
firemen, are products of unreasoning 
rage and frustration,” he said. “ The 
products of hysterical reaction in­ 
evitably will weaken the morale of the 
men and women who provide the city’s 
most essential services.” 
Barbagelata predicted the public 
would favor the amendments proposed 
by the board because the settlement by 
Alioto is costing taxpayers $9.8 million.

animal ordinance 


Tonight Lompoc Planning Commission 
is expected to give at least a brief review 
of a controversial ordinance regulating 
the keeping of animals within the City of 
Lompoc. 
A staff recommendation asks for a 
continuance of the question, but public 
interest will probably result in a healthy 
turnout for the occasion. As announced 
some weeks ago, the ordinance would 
restrict the keeping of horses to areas 
zoned residential agriculture or on 
properties of an acre or more. 
Most wild animals also fall under a 
prohibition. There are oUier stipulations 
covering the keeping of cows, goats and 
swine. 
In other action, the commission is ex­ 
pected to hold a public hearing on the 
request of Morris Sobhani to establish an 
office in his home at 1313 E. Hickory 
Ave., in conjunction with design and 
drafting services.

the talks. 
Goncalves’s office denied newspaper 
reports that Fabiao has decided to de­ 
mand his immediate ouster and the for­ 
mation of a new government. 
“ The contents of an article published 
in today’s edition is formally denied,” a 
statement issued bv the Prim e 
Minister’s office said. “ It is guaranteed 
that the fifth provisional government 
will continue to be headed by Gen. Gon­ 
calves.” 
The closed door session was still un­ 
der way at 4 p.m. (11 a.m. EDTi and no 
presidential spokesman was available 
for comment. 
“This is going to be a very hot night,” 
a senior military official said. 
Almost all newspapers and radio sta­ 
tions told the Portuguese that the climax 
to the country’s explosive political crisis 
would come within the next few hours. 
Gen. Otelo Saraiva de Carvalho, the 
military security chief, sent troops to 
guard the capital’s main non-Communist 
controlled newspapers — Jomal Novo, 0 
Jornal and Expresso. 'The order was 
made amid reports that attacks were 
planned against them by the left. 
Otelo — the third man on the troika 
with the president and prime minister — 
has sided with the moderates in the 
crisis, although he has been closely 
identified with the far left. The Maoists 
have also joined this camp. 


High prices 
blamed on 
'middlemen'

High food prices are not necessarily 
related to sales of grain to Russia, ac­ 
cording to the heads of a consumer 
group, a farm group and the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. They blame the 
ubiquitous middleman. 
“ Prices are going up right now and 
there ought to 
an investigation as to 
why.” Tony DeChant, president of the 
Farmers Union, said Sunday, “ There is 
no relationship between the grain that 
has already moved (to Russia) and the 
prices that went up two or three weeks 
ago.” 
“ It’s obvious, it happens every time, 
said Consumer Federation of America 
director Carol Foreman. “ When farm 
prices go down, food prices do not go 
down.” 
She said the Council on Wage and Price 
Stability should subpoena the records of 
processing, wholesale and retail food 
firms “ and find out just exactly why they 
are raising prices.” 
DeChant and Foreman were inter­ 
viewed on ABC’s Issues and Answers. 
They both approved the grain sales, but 
called for a national food policy. 
“ The Department of Agriculture, the 
Ford and Nixon administrations have 
introduced into agriculture a state of 
total chaos,” Mrs. Foreman said. 
“ That’s their program. 'They call it ‘free 
market.’ we call it ‘boom and bust.’ It’s 
like they’re on uppers-and-downers all 
the time. You either have a great year 
this year and the disaster next, or it’s the 
reverse.” 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl Butz, in 
a speech prepared for delivery today in 
Milwaukee, said the price of food is ris­ 
ing because of inflation in general and 
not the Soviet grain sales. 
“ We sold the Russians very little grain 
last year, yet retail food prices rose 14.5 
per cent,” Butz said. “ And more than 80 
per cent of that rise came from costs ad­ 
ded after the raw product left the 
farmer’s gate.” 


Paul Floyd, County Auditor- 
Controller, said this morning that it 
“ looks like” there will be a county tax 
rate of $3.34 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion for this year. If this rate is 
adopted by the board of supervisors, 
it would mean an increase of 56 cents 
over the past fiscal year’s rate 
However. Floyd said he did not 
think that the bo^rd would adopt this 
rate today but would continue the 
matter pending further study to next 
week, along with other city, school 
and special district rates. 
Under strong pressure from tax­ 
payer groups to take further action to 
cut the proposed increase to zero, if 
possible, the supervisors have been 
holding sessions to trv to determine 


what projects can be termed expen­ 
dable at this late stage, and whether 
public services can be cut further in 
some directions without arousing 
protests 
The tax rate during the past year 
has been $2 78 per $100 assessed 
valuation, and the supervisors 
aroused the wrath of taxpayer groups 
by approving a preliminary budget 
which indicated a boost of $1.20 in the 
rate sending it to the $4 level for the 
first time in history. But supervisors 
then succeeded in trimming about $6 
million from the budget and cut the 
threatened giant tax boost down con­ 
siderably 
Rut faced with sharply rising 
property assessments as well this 


year, m ilitant taxpayers are 
demanding the supervisors cut still 
further prior to adopting the official 
rate by the end of this month.

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Kissinger reports progress 
in conference with Satdat 


ALEXANDRIA, Egypt (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said today he and President Anwar Sadat 
had made “ progress toward removing 
some of the difficulties” on a new 
Egyptianlsraeli agreement. He then 
flew to Israel to begin his third shuttle. 
He was already reported so close to 
agreement on a new Sinai Desert 
withdrawal agreement that Egypt joined 
Israel in starting to put the draft agree­ 
ment into writing. 
“ My assessment is the president and 
his associates and I and my associates 
this morning...did good work and made 
progress toward removing some of the 
difficulties.” Kissinger said, sitting on a 
lawn chair outside Sadat’s Mamoura 
rest house 
“ I don’t find up till now any unex­ 
pected difficulties, and I’m satisfied 
with the talks we’ve had here today.” 
Kissinger said. 
“ We will move as fast 
as we can.” the Secretary said 


Diplomats said Sunday that a major 
breakthrough came when Egypt agreed 
to let Israel man its major early warning 
spy post at Umm Khashiba on the 
western slopes of the Gidi mountain 
pass. They called it a key concession. 
Kissinger, who spent the afternoon 
with Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmi 
while Sadat and his aides worked on the 
new agreement, arrived at Mamoura at 
6:30 p.m. (8:30 a.m. PDT) for his last 
talks with the President before setting 
out again for Israel. 
Kissinger said he would come back to 
Alexandria Tuesday afternoon “ or at the 
latest Wednesday morning.” Despite the 
“ speed up” process of moving between 
Alexandria and Jerusalem. Kissinger 
said he would “ definitely” travel to 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan before return­ 
ing to New York at the end of the month. 
He said that if an agreement was not 
reached by then, “ the possibility still ex­ 
ists” that he would return to the Middle 
East after Sept. 2. 
On matters of substance in the accord, 
the secretary said, “ very good progress 
has been made in respect to them and I 
think we’re further along than when I 
first arrived in the area.” 
A senior American diplomat with the 
Kissinger party said the agreement was 
90 per cent complete but that there could 
be some difficulties with the wording. He 
said no hitches had risen yet. 
Kissinger flew in today with Israel’s 
draft of an accord, and spent 45 minutes 
with President Anwar Sadat of Egypt. 
The Egyptian leader then immediately 
summoned his negotiating team and 
ordered them to write their version of 
the treaty.

CHICAGO (UPI) - President Ford 
said today inflation and taxes on business 
are strangling American industry’s abili­ 
ty to expand and create needed new jobs. 
“ We must do something about ex­ 
panding our sources of capital to create 
jobs — and we must do it now,” Ford 
said in an address prepared for delivery 
to a meeting of the American Hardware 
Manufacturers As.sociation. 
He called for action on his ad­ 
ministration’s proposals to increase in­ 
vestment tax credits and reduce “ double 
taxation” of dividends, and repeated his 
promise to reform the government’s 
regulatory agencies. 
“ By 1980, we must create another 14 
million jobs to meet the needs of our ex­ 
panding population,” the President said. 
As the need for capital, perhaps as 
much as $4 trillion, grows. Ford said, in­ 
dustry’s ability to generate funds is 
declining due to inflation and “ because 
our national tax laws fail to stimulate 
such investment.” 
The President said he believes the 
American people will understand 
“ America’s need for tax policies that 
will help to channel sufficient resources 
into the expansion of our productive 
capacity.” 
Ford, who arrived in Chicago Sunday 
night on a roundabout route back to 
Washington from his vacation trip to 
Vail, Colo., also scheduled a stopover in 
Milwaukee for a series of appearances 
today.

AVALON (U P I) - Where the 
mysterious Glomar Explorer 
was for two days last week is 
still shrouded in secrecy, but to­ 
day the elusive 618-foot spy ship 
is floating off Catalina Island 
alongside its huge submarine- 
retrieving barge. 


Howard Hughes’ Glomar an­ 
chored a few hundred yards off 
the privately-owned island’s 
isthmus. 26 miles south of Los 
Angeles, early Saturday, some 
48 hours after it slipped out of 
Long Beach Harbor. 


Those who know where the 
Glomar went during its two-day 
disappearance weren’t ex­ 
plaining. 


The Global Marine Co., which 
designed and operates the 
36.000-ton vessel, said it could 
not reveal the purpose of the 
Catalina test mission, except 
that the tests “are not for 
ourselves.” 


The HMB1 barge, specially 
built to retrieve the Russian 
submarine that sank in the 
Pacific Ocean 750 miles north 
of Hawaii, was towed to the 
resort island last week from its 
mooring at Redwood City, 
Calif. 


ANN ARBO R. Mich. ( U P I ) - 
The F B I today began the second 
week of an investigation into a 
hospital poisoning case that 
agents said may have as many 
as 1.000 suspects. 
Agents said the probe into a 
rash of mysterious respiratory 
arrests at the Veterans Ad­ 
m inistration Hospital here 
could drag out for months 
before conclusive evidence is 
found. 
They said the list of suspects 
could include the entire 750- 
member staff at the hospital, 
plus patients and visitors 
between July 1 and Aug. 15 
when at least 51 patients suf­ 
fered respiratory failures and 
eight died.

We 
ate only potatoes and carrots, 
no meat in three weeks.

There were no 
clothes and we had to share the 
bedrooms with a dozen persons 
completely strangers to us.” 
She said that when Red Cross 
representatives

Mayor Joseph A'noto said a 
major reason for the police and 
P ie m e n ’* walkout was “ a 
gutless legislature" that has 
not made it illegal for them to 
strike. 
With that hanging in the 
background, sponsors of one- 
half of the collective bargaining 
legislation — the half that 
covers state employes — bring 
their proposal before the Senate 
Finance Committee Tuesday 
Supporters said the chances 
for approval were 50-50 at best. 
The measure (AB1781), car­ 
ried by Assemblyman Edwin L. 
Z’berg. D-Sacramento. would 
give industrial-style collective 
bargaining rights to about 
200.000 employes of the state, 
including the University of 
California and State University 
and Colleges. 
It does not legalize strikes, 
and courts have generally ruled 
that without specific authoriza­ 
tion. such walkouts are unlaw­ 
ful 
But Alioto. who is embroiled 
in fierce controversy because of 
his single-handed settlement of 
the police strike, said during 
the weekend.

Lockheed accused of bribes 


W A S H IN G T O N ( U P I) - 
Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon said today Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp made extensive 
bribes for several years to 
promote foreign sales of its 
planes 
Sim on said the federal 
government is concerned that 
Lockheed did not disclose the 
bribes before securing govern­ 
ment guarantees for $245 
million in loans in 1971 
Meanwhile, information ob­ 
tained from public documents 
showed that more than $100 
million in legal and illegal pay­ 
ments to foreign and domestic 
politicians and sales agents 
have been paid in the past 
decade by 36 corporations. 
In testimony before the 
Senate Banking Committee, 
Simon said the government was 
told there were “isolated in­ 
stances of bribes” in small 
amounts prior to the Lockheed 
loan guarantees in 1971 
But Simon said the govern­ 
ment had learned since June 
that the “dollar amount of pay­ 
ment made by Lockheed was 
substantial and that bribery 
might have been an issue in 
more than a few isolated in­ 
stances." 
In a prepared statement. 
Lockheed chairman Daniel J 
Haughton said government

backed loans were not involved 
in any foreign payments, and 
that the U.S. Treasury had 
earned $15 million from the 
loan guarantee 
Haughton said Lockheed was 
aware that foreign government 
offi ci al s 
were 
receiving 
payoffs, but the practice was 
centuries old in those countries 
“So it is true that we knew 
about the practice of payments 
on some occasion to foreign of­ 
ficials.” Haughton said 
“But 
so did everyone else who was at 
all knowledgeable about foreign 
sales ” 
Simon is chairman of the 
three-man federal loan guaran­ 
tee board that testified on the 
Lockheed bribe before the 
Senate Banking Committee 


Lockheed has reported to the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission that it paid $22 million 
in sales commissions overseas 


But committee chairman Wil­ 
liam Proxmire P-Wis . in call­ 
ing the hearing, said Lockheed 
had paid several million dollars 
in bribes

Angel lefty Tanana 
compared to greats

When a young, smoke-throwing 
southpaw like California’s Frank Tanana 
bursts intp the big league spotlight with a 
stunning rash of strikeouts, comparisons 
to Sandy Koufax are inevitable. 
I don’t know why everybody expects 
me to be wild like Koufax (when he was 
young),” Tanana said after he blanked 
the New York Yankees. 9-0, on four hits 
and struck out eight batters to raise his 
major league leading strikeout total to 
197 
Well, not quite everybody. 
Angels Manager Dick Williams, for 
one, prefers to compare Tanana to the 
longtime master of control—Whitey 
Ford 
“ Frank has more velocity on the ball 
than anyone I’ve ever seen and on top of 
that has the savvy of Whitey Ford,” Wil­ 
liams said. “ At the age of 22 he has 
tremendous poise and tremendous pos­ 
sibilities. 
“ He is probably the finest young 
pitcher I've seen in a long, long time.’’ 
But perhaps the most intriguing thing 
about Tanana is his repertoire of pitches. 
I'm just a two-pitch pitcher,” Tanana 
said after tossing a shutout for the fourth 
time in his last seven starts to raise his 
record to 12-6 and lower his earned run 
average to 2.47. “ I use the fastball and 
the curve If you can get major league 
control of those two pitches you don’t 
need anything else. An occasional 
changeup and a few runs from your team 
and you're all set.” 
Fortunately for Tanana, the anemic- 
hitting Angeis. a team Yankee Manager 
Billy Martin once described as “ unable 
to hit its way out of a hotel lobby,” score 
in unaccustomed abundance when he 
pitches. 
“ I guess I ’m just lucky." said Tanana. 
Shortstop Mike Miley, hitting .176 go­ 
ing into Sunday’s doubleheader, provided 
Tanana with all the support he needed 
when he slugged a two-run, third inning 
homer to pace a 13-hit attack. 
In the nightcap, the Angels capitalized 
on six Yankee errors and seven walks to 
complete the sweep with a 4-3 victory 
behind the pitching of Nolan Ryan, who 
struck out eight in six innings to pick up 
his 14th victory of the season and in­ 


crease his strikeout total to 186. 


“ I don’t learn too much from Ryan,” 
said Tanana. “ He has been an inspiration 
to me. though, because he maximizes a 
great talent by working hard all the 
time.”

NEW YORK (U PI) - Horace Stoneham has agreed 
to sell the San Francisco Giants to a group of wealthy 
Japanese industrialists from Tokyo, and what this all 
comes down to is that 30 years ago baseball broke the 
color line for players, and now it’s getting around to 
the same thing with the international boundary line for 
owners. 
For the first time in baseball history, a major league 
ball club will be owned and operated by foreign in­ 
terests next season 
The purchase price for the Giants was slightly more 
than $17 million, with the Japanese buyers getting 
lock, stock, barrel and Ed (No Hit) Halicki. too. 
One or two National League owners still are opposed 
to doing business with “ outsiders.” fearing perhaps 
some oil rich Arab may wake up one morning and 
decide to buy both major leagues as a couple of toys, 
but Stoneham is hardpressed for funds, these indus­ 
trialists have come up with that rarest of all com­ 
modities. cash, and besides they’re from the Far East, 
not the Middle East 
The Giants’ owner and the new owners shook hands 
on the deal three weeks ago. Stoneham promising to 


iurn over to the Japanese at the end of the season all • 
assets from the the National Exhibition Company, 
which include the Giants, their entire farm system and 
their hotel and baseball complex at Casagrande. Ariz. 
Some Japanese investors hold minor stock in the 
Texas Rangers at the present time and a few busines­ 
smen from Japan bought the Lodi club of the Califor­ 
nia League three years ago before eventually 
relinquishing it. but never before has any individual or 
group outside the U.S. ever taken over complete con­ 
trol of any major league club. 
Sale of the Giants to the Japanese strengthens the 
chances of the club remaining in San Francisco's Bay 
Area next year. California has a large Japanese pop­ 
ulation Since both the Giants and the A’s can not 
operate successfully in the Bay Area at the same time, 
the A s now seem the logical club to move to Seattle, 
with the Giants playing some of their home games at 
Oakland next year. 
The Japanese purchase doesn't necessarily mean 
there will be a sudden influx of Japanese players with 
San Francisco inasmuch as the major leagues of both 
countries have a “ no-raid agreement” between them. 
As for anv other changes among the Giants, there 


are bound to be a number of them. Horace Stoneham is 
extraordinarily loyal to his employes but the 
Japanese, tough businessmen, insisted upon their right 
to designate their own as one of the conditions of the 
sale 
Wes Westrum will be among those let out. He will 
not be rehired as manager. 
Leo Durocher heard Westrum was due to go whether 
the club was sold or not and applied for his old job 
back-even though he swore up and down he’d never 
manage again. 
As for Stoneham. he can stay on with the Giants as a 
consultant if he wishes Horace Stoneham took over 
the Giants upon the death of his father in 1936. He was 
32 then, youngest president in the history of the 
majors, that was 40 years ago and he has many 
wonderful memories of the Giants. 
If he could’ve held on to the club, if there was any 
possible way not to sell. Horace Stoneham never 
would've done it. But he had no choice. 
They don’t make club owners like Horace Stoneham 
anymore Baseball may be a business to everybody 
else, but it was always a sport to him. Still is, too. and 
probably always will be.

Halicki. a 220-pound righthander, had 
been bothered by tightening muscles in 
his shoulder in his last five starts. 
Trainer A1 Wilder gave him an ointment 
rubdown between innings after Halicki 
complained of tightness in his pitching 
arm after the seventh frame. 
“ The only thing that bothered me was 
the shoulder.” said Halicki. who was 1-8 
in his rookie season last year.. “ I kept 
thinking it was going to stiffen up to the 
point I was going to have to come out, 
and I certainly didn’t want to come out 
under the circumstances.” 
Halicki also believed that both luck 
and the enthusiastic crowd were in­ 
strumental in helping him gain baseball 
immortality.

But he says 
he must lead the San Jose. Calif., in­ 
surance agent by at least 200 points after 
one day to do it. 
He is strongest on the first day. In a 
meet at Santa Barbara, Calif., in May, 
he scored 4.413 points in the initial five 
events. 
“ My strongest events are the 100- 
meter dash, the 400-meter dash and the 
110-meter high hurdles.” he explained. 
“ Two of them come on the first day. My 
weakest event is the 1.500-meter run and 
that comes on the second day. 
“ My best time is 4:30.4 in the 1,500. 
Jenner s best is 4:13 something. That’s a 
lot of points to make up.” 
Dixon graduated from North 
Hollywood (Calif.) High School, where 
he competed in track, football and 
basketball, in 1967 and attended the 
University of Oregon for one quarter. 
“ I didn’t like the weather,” he said, 
“ so I left.” 
After that, he went to Cal Lutheran 
and then Los Angeles Valley College 
before enrolling at Los Angeles State, 
which recruited him because the NCAA 
had just added the decathlon to its track 
and field championships. 
He was fourth in the 1970 NCAA 
decathlon and fifth in 71. 
“ The NCAA really gave America 
depth in the decathlon when it added the 


event," Dixon declared. “ Eight Ameri­ 
cans scored 7,900 points or more at 
Eugene. Believe me. it’s not going to be 
easy making our Olympic team in the 
event." 
Dixon continued to compete after 
college but 1973 was a bad year for him. 
He suffered from tendinitis in his left 
knee and a slipped vertebra in his lower 
back. 
But he came back strong last year, 
breaking 8.000 points with an 8,033 total 
in a meet at Santa Barbara, Calif., in 
September. 
Married for three years, the Burbank, 
Calif., resident works 20 hours a week as 
an artist for a clothing manufacturing 
company. His wife is a dental assistant. 
He says they can’t afford children yet. 


“ I train about two and a half hours a 
day." he said “ It's not an ideal situation 
but I'd rather work and train than just 
train I don’t think a human being is 
meant to just do one thing all day long. 
“ I guess the ideal situation would be 
where I could work two hours a day and 
train four But that’s not feasible.” 
In contrast to Dixon. Jenner trains five 
or six hours a day and Fred Samara, who 
won the National AAU decathlon title 
this year when Jenner and Dixon each 
failed to score in an event, doesn’t work 
at all 
Dixon forecasts the Pan-Am decathlon 
competition as a two-man show. 
“ It should be between Bruce and me," 
he said “ The other countries just aren’t 
that competitive when it comes to the 
decathlon.”

Rookie center Joe Fields snapped 
the ball over kicker Pat Leahy’s head as 
time expired on a field goal attempt 
from the 38 that would have won it for 
the Jets after they had moved the ball 
from their own 47 in the final two 
minutes. 
Craig Morton, the Giants’ quarterback 
who came from Dallas last year to suffer 
through a 2-12 season in which the team 
lost several games it should have won. 
summed up the reaction of his 
teammates 
“ I guess there is some justice.” 
Morton said. 
“ We played so well up here sometimes 
last season when we lost. Today we stunk 
out the place and won." 
Morton, however, came alive when it 
looked like the Jets would run away with 
the game. 
After Jazz Jackson fumbled the second 
half kickoff to start the momentum 


swinging to the Giants. Morton got a hot 
hand and fired two touchdown passes in 
the third period that put the Giants 
ahead to stay. He hit tight end Bob 
Tucker for a 13-yard TD pass and 
followed that with a seven-yarder to 
reserve fullback Steve Crosby for the 
eventual winning score. 
“ Fortunately, we won.” Morton said,

Nothing better 


As every schoolboy knows, 
or is supposed to know, the 
American government is a 
s y s t e m of c h e c k s and 
balances, with power divided 
among an executive branch, a 
legislative branch and a 
judicial branch. 
But operating within this 
basic structure is another 
s y s t e m of c h e c k s and 
balances, not written in the 
Constitution and never con­ 
templated by the framers of 
that document. 
It is most apparent in 
Congress, where the division 
of power between the two 
m a jo r pa rties, although 
seldom equal and often greatly 
unbalanced, nevertheless 
served as a check against the 
domination of that 
any one political 
complete 
body by 
ideology. 


Even the power of the 
Supreme Court, however, is 
tempered by divisions within 
itself, and the voice of one 
c o u r t ’ s m in o r it y often 
becomes the majority opinion 
of a succeeding court. 


“ The very process of dis­ 
sent,” says Justice Lewis F. 
P ow e ll, J r . , “ ten d s to 
minimize arbitrary decision 
making, assures a rigorous in­ 
ternal testing of the majority 
view and bespeaks the vitality 
of the court as an institution.” 
Justice Powell made this 


remark in an address recently 
before the American Bar As­ 
sociation answering critics 
who charge that the Supreme 
Court’s frequent 5-4 splits on 
major decisions are evidence 
that it is so philosophically 
divided it should not rule on 
novel issues. 
Not so, says Powell. The 
strong differences indicated 
by the court’s dissenters are 
both inevitable and “ reflect a 
strength — not a weakness — 
of the court.” 
It can be argued that these 
unwritten “ c h e c k s and 
balances” serve as often to 
check progress and change 
and overbalance the rights of 
the minority against those of 
the majority as do the written 
ones to prevent an aggrandize­ 
ment of power by any one of 
the three branches. Much 
more efficient and responsive 
to the popular will, some say, 
is the British system, in which 
prime minister and Parlia­ 
ment are always of the same 
party and no Supreme Court 
exercises an ultimate veto 
over their actions. 
Actually the American 
system is a consequence of the 
founding fathers’ distrust of 
overweening parliamentary 
rule, against which they 
revolted. Curious and un­ 
wieldy it may som etim es 
seem, but it has, on the whole, 
served us well for 186 years.

Although it is true that many pollsters 
are engaged in documenting that which 
anyone who gives the matter a little 
thought knows intuitively, still they have 
their uses, and are the tablet-keepers of 
the American sociological religion. Thus 
when George Gallup, the papal voice of 
the pollsters, declares one of his own 
polls to be “ one of the 
most interesting” his 
organization has ever 
done, we should take 
n o tic e ;

proceeded to do so. 
It is a poll directed 
at determining what it 
is that happens to 
c o lle g e 
s tu d e n ts 
between the time they 
matriculate, and the 
time they graduate. 
The technique is to ask 
stu d e n ts 
to 
u se 
a “ Stapel Scalometer” by means of 
which they can check off, on the affir­ 
mative side, approval ranging up to the 
intensity of plus five, down to plus one; 
and, on the negative side, disapproval 
ranging from an intensity of minus five, 
to minus one. After applying the poll in a 
number of colleges, Gallup came up with 
Oklahoma Christian College as the most 
“ conservative” in student attitudes; 
and, as the most liberal, Princeton 
University. 
A few preliminaries. College students 
are far more independent politically 
than college graduates — about 50 per 
cent. Of the balance, they are registered

Tongue in cheek 


All Americans are happy that the 
nation's lawmakers and other top federal 
officials are going to get a pay raise. 
That goes for the upcoming raise of the 
State legislators, almost certain to be 
approved, and. of course, the San Fran­ 
cisco police and firemen. 
Senators and representatives haven’t 
had a raise since 1969, 
when their salaries 
were increased from 
$30.000 to $42,500. 
Since then, they have 
been struggling to get 
by on the latter in­ 
come. helped along by 
various expense ac­ 
co u n ts and oth er 
privileges such as sub­ 
sidized cheap food in 
the 
co n g re ssio n al 
eateries. 
And. we are sure, 
Americans are even more pleased that 
the pay raise legislation contains a cost 


of living clause to protect the legislators 
from the ravages of the inflation they 
have done so much to bring about. 
Now the salaries are tied to the Con­ 
sumer Price Index. It is estimated that if 
inflation continues at its present rate, 
and it appears it is going to, members of 
Congress should be receiving about 
$85,000 a year in eight years. Supreme 
Court justices, who are now paid $60,000 
annually, might be getting $120,000 
Some may consider present pay levels 
to be more than adequate. But after all, 
we certainly wouldn’t want to reach the 
point in this country where people had to 
be dragged into serving in the federal 
government. 
Fortunately, there has never been any 
shortage of candidates for federal elec­ 
tive office. But just as eternal vigilance 
is the price of liberty, eternal pay raises 
for members of Congress may be the 
price of keeping all those seats filled. 
We wouldn’t want to ever get into the 
position of Sudbury, Mass., for example.

two to one Democratic. 
Now whereas it continues to be true 
that college students become more con­ 
servative after they leave college, it is 
also true that while at college, they 
become more liberal. Indeed, judging 
from the rate at which they do so, one 
would guess that if the undergraduate 
course at Princeton was eight years in­ 
stead of four years, the majority of 
grad u ates would have view s in­ 
distinguishable from graduates of the 
Lenin Institute. Consider. As freshmen, 
30 per cent of college students place 
themselves as left of center or far left, 
compared to 24 per cent who place 
themselves as right of center or far 
right. The first figure, by the time senior 
year comes along, rises to 53 per cent; 
the second dips to 20 per cent. As George 
Gallup puts it, “ a difference of six 
percentage points in favor of the far left 
thus becomes a lead of 33 percentage 
points in the senior year.” 


By the way, for those interested in 
useful constants, on the order of “ As 
Maine goes, so goes the nation,” here is 
one. The attitude toward capital punish­ 
ment tends in almost every situation ex­ 
actly to reflect the difference between 
liberal and conservative attitudes, 
numerically expressed. It is so in this 
poll. College students as a whole oppose 
the death penalty 59 per cent to 35 per 
cent. The students at Oklahoma Chris­ 
tian favor the death penalty 62 per cent 
to 36 per cent. At Princeton, students op­ 
pose the death penalty 80 per cent to 13 
per cent. 


Princeton is obviously going through a 
rather prolonged seizure of ideological 
eccentricity. Once bitten by that kind of 
thing, it becomes hard to shrug off. A 
couple of elections back, a faculty poll at 
Princeton showed that Dick Gregory and 
Richard Nixon were neck and neck in 


popularity for President (this is called 
donnish humor). Things do not appear to 
have changed. There isn’t anybody at 
Princeton who is everyone’s real genuine 
hero. The nearest you get to it is — you 
guessed it — Ralph Nader, with 45 per 
cent of the vote. He is followed by Henry 
Kissinger and Justice William Douglas, 
with 28 per cent and 24 per cent. Then 
Teddy. Nelson Rockefeller only just 
noses out Fidel Castro. The most in­ 
tensely disliked institution is the CIA, 
and shortly after, the Pentagon. The in­ 
stitution most intensively approved is — 
and truly, this hurts: the United Nations. 
When you think of it, the story is very 
very old. Alm ost 25 years ago, 1 
published a book about my own ex­ 
periences as an undergraduate at Yale 
University, in which I remarked the 
paradox that sons of Christian Conser­ 
vatives were being inculcated in 
religious skepticism and political collec­ 
tivism. Yale’s response was never en­ 
tirely consistent. On the one hand 
spokesmen for the university said that 
the young w riter w as vastly ex­ 
aggerating the true nature of Yale 
education, on the other hand they were 
saying that Yale was every right to pur­ 
sue whatever direction it chose. 
The Princeton people, one gathers, at­ 
tempt pretty much the same kind of 
thing. First they disparage as inaccurate 
such reports as Gallup’s. Then they op­ 
pose. often by vicious tactics, the work 
of dissenters among the alumni, in this 
instance the “ Concerned Alumni of 
Princeton.” One of these days somebody 
is going to ask the question: why, why, 
does private money support these 
breeding grounds of executioners? It is a 
settled convention that the state should 
pay the hangmen. Or perhaps it must be 
so, to justify the prophet Lenin, who 
saith that when the time comes, the 
capitalist will sell the hangman the rope. 


Shades of science fiction! The com­ 
munity of Sudbury is using a computer in 
a “ talent search” to find citizens to 
serve on increasingly specialized town 
committees.

Tax appraiser system 


Once again, the demand for “ reform” 
of the state’s system of inheritance tax 
appraising is being made. Usually, the 
issue is raised by an aspirant for the of­ 
fice of State Controller. For it is he who, 
among his other duties, appoints the ap­ 
praisers, now called referees. 
The principal duties of the Controller 
is post-auditing, issuing the state 
payroll, and serving on various boards. 
Since the job is generally uncolorful, in 
the absence of any scandal, there is little 
for a candidate for the job to talk about. 
So the charge of "patronage” makes for 
good rhetoric. In the past when the elec­ 
tion is over the issue is promptly forgot­ 
ten, especially if the guy who raised it 
finds himself elected. 
The present controller, Kenneth Cory, 
as a member of the Assembly authored a 
bill which would have eliminated the ap­ 
praisers and required heirs to self- 
appraise their inheritances in the same 
manner as is done with the federal taxes. 
His bill was rejected. 
Nevertheless, a “ reform” bill was pas­ 
sed. It continued the appointment 
system but required all appointees to 
qualify by competitive examination. It 
barred the appointment of those con­ 
tributing to the controller’s election and 
prohibited the appointees from cam­ 
paigning for his re-election. Under these 
rules referees are appointed for terms 
and replacements can only be made un­ 
der specified conditions. 
Cory, a Democrat, generated some 
protests after taking office by replacing 
almost as many as the law permits, es­ 
pecially those who actively supported 
Republican candidates. The law only 
prohibits their campaigning in behalf of 
candidates for the controller’s office. 


Although his appointm ents were 
carefully selected from the list of 
qualified applicants as established by the 
State Personnel Board, his naming of 
some whose relatives had supported his 
candidacy brought scream s that he was 
circumventing the rules. Most of the 
protests came from those who were 
sacked, themselves having been ap­ 
pointed over the political corpses of 
their predecessors. Oddly, in an era of 
pretended desires to give the young more 
participation in government, the loudest 
cry came with the appointment of a 20- 
year-old Stanford student. It was odd 
because he passed high on the qualifica­ 
tions exam and was considered “ outstan­ 


ding” by the civil service head of the in­ 
heritance tax division. 
Into the breach has stepped As­ 
semblyman Dixon Arnett, advancing the 
hackneyed idea of converting the 
referees to civil service employes. Such 
a move would burden the state with the 
salaries of the referees and their 
secretaries, office space and equipment, 
automobiles and travel and all the other 
fringe benefits of public employment. At 
present, the system costs the state 
nothing, the heirs paying fees as set by 
law 
To adopt the federal system of self ap­ 
praisal would be no favor to the heirs. 
Because such filings are under the 
penalty of perjury the prudent ones 
would protect their hides by hiring 
professional appraisers, undoubtedly at 
costs higher than they now pay. 
The whole flap seems an attack on the 
American political system. Elected ot- 
ficials from the President on down have 
always had the power to appoint aides. 
California’s governor makes thousands 
of appointments. The legislature has 
hundreds of appointees. So do local of­ 
ficials. 
What is called patronage is the system 
of filling these posts with their choices. 
Naturally they will often be friends 
whom they can trust and campaign sup­ 
porters who helped them get there. In 
most instances there isn’t even the com­ 
petitive examination which controls the 
controller’s appointments. Or the bar to 
working in the campaigns of the ap­ 
pointing power. Assemblyman Arnett is 
capable of dealing with far more impor­ 
tant matters.

Dear Sir: 
In this day of burgeoning bureaucracy, 
the A m erican p eople now find 
themselves faced with the possibilities of 
yet another federal agency designed to 
“ protect” them from the businessman. 
Consumer activities have been trying for 
sometime to establish a consumer 
protection agency, renamed Agency for 
Consumer Protection (ACP) in House of 
Representative Bill 7575. Proponents in­ 
sist that the people are demanding this 
new bureaucracy — even though many of 
the existing regulatory agencies were set 
up to guard against improper business 
practices. Oddly enough, a recent public 
opinion poll by the highly reputable Opi­ 
nion Research Corporation showed that 
75 per cent of the American people are 
opposed to the creation of the new 
agency. 
The U. S. Senate has already passed 
similar legislation, Senate Bill 200 In the 
words of Senator Sam J. Ervin, Jr., 
“ These bills simply cannot withstand 
rational scrutiny. One need only consider 
their premise: Because the bureaucracy 
has become too pervasive to enable con­ 
sum ers to appear before existing 
Federal agencies, it is proposed that 
Congress create yet another Federal 
Agency before which consumers also 
will not appear.” Sam Ervin and many of 
his dedicated, clear thinking contem­ 
poraries believe that this attempted in­ 
stitutionalism of something so widely 
spread and personal as the interests of 
210 million consumers cannot work. As 
Sam Ervin so aptly says - “ There is no 
such thing as a single, clear-cut interest 
of consumers in government decision­ 
making.” 
Under the provisions of H.R. 7575, the 
Agency for Consumer Protection could 
issue subpoenas and interrogatories — 
intervene in form al and informal 
proceedings of other agencies — initiate 
judicial review of agency decisions, even 
if it had not previously participated. One 
important segment of society is exempt 
from ACP — organized labor. Despite 
the fact that union demands, work prac­ 
tices, etc., represent a substantial cost 
factor that directly affects consumers, 
H R. 7575 expressly prohibits ACP in­ 
tervention in National Labor Relations 
Board and other labor-management 
proceedings. 
I respectfully urge you to study the 
proposals of this legislation. Perhaps you 
would care to editorialize on it. The 
public should be made aware of this 
bureaucratic “ boondoggle” and urged to 
write our Congressmen to vote against 
it.
